Mo Insists on a Purting Message to
the American People—A Re-

trospeetive Glance—-Con-
gress Scolded.

How his Prerogaives Were
Invaded

Yesterday President Johnson lssued a findl
. manifesto to the American people, in the shape
ofthe following message: —

nest desire s to see the Coustitntion, as detined
and limited by the fatbers ot the republie, again
recoguized aud obeyed ns the suprewe jaw of
the lsud, aud ine shole people, Nortn, South,
East and Wes!, bappy and prosperoas under its
wise provisions,

In surrendering the high office to which I was
cnlled four years ago, a4 4 memorable and ter-
rible erisis, it 18 my privilegs, 1 trast, Lo =ay 10
the people of the United States a few parting
worde in viodicatioa of an official course =0
cepselosaly assnlled aud aspersed by potltleal
leaders, 10 whose plans and withes my policy to
ristore the Union hus been obnoxious, In a
period of difficalty and turmoil, aimost without
precedent lo the history of auy people, conse-
quent vpon the closing sccnes of w wreat rebel-
lion aud the assassiuation of the then President,
it was perbaps too much ou my part to expect
of devoted partisape, who rode on Lthe waves of
excllement, which at that tme swept all belore
them, that degree ol toleration und magna-
nimity which I sought to recommend and en
torce, and which I velieve In good time wounld
huve sdvanced us infinitely tartber on the rosd
to permanent peace and prosperity than we
have shus far attained, Ooub:less, had 1, at the
sommencement of my term of office, unhesi«
tutingly lent ita powers, or perveried them
to purposes and plavs outside of the
Consutation, asnd become an iustrumeat
to ichemes of conflscation sud of general
and oppressive disqualideations, I would bave
been halled as all that was troue, loyal, and dis-
cernfng, as the reliable head of & party, what-
ever I might have been, As the Executive of the
nation, nnwilling, however, Lo accade to propo-
sitions of extremists, and bound to adhere at
every personil huzard 10 my oilh to defeud the
Constitution, I need oor, perhaps, be surprised
at bay met the fate ol others whose only
rewards for upholdiog constitutional rignt aod
law have been the covsciousness of having
attempled to do their duty, and the calm anu
unprejudiced judgment of history. Atthe time
o wysterious Providence assigued to me the
office of President, I was, by tbhe terms of the
Oonetitution, the Commauder-in Chiet of nearly
a million of men under arms. OUne of my fArst
acis was to disvand and reatore ‘o the vocutions
of o1vil life this immense host, and to divest
mysel, s0 {ar as I eould, of the unparalleled
powers then incident to the office and the times,

Whether or not n this step T was right and
how far deserving the approbation of the
people, all can vow, on reilection, judge, when
reminded of the ruinous condition of public
affairs that must hive resulted from the con
tinnance in the military service of such a
vast pumber of wen, The close of our domestic
conflict found the army eager to distinguish
teelr in a pew tield, by au effort to punisk
European intervention in Mexico. By many it
was believed and urged that, aside from the
assumwed justice ol the proceeding, a foreien
war, in which both eides would cheerfully
unite to vindicate the honor of the natonal
flag, and fartherillusirate the nationyl prowess.
would be the surest and speediest way of
awskening gauounl enlthusiasm, reviving
devotion to the Union, and oncups‘ng A torce
covcerning which grave doubts existed us to
its willlpguess, sfter four years ol nctive cam-
paignivg, xt once to return to the pursaite of

ence. Wnelher these speculations were true
or Iulse, It will be conceded thatthey existed,
and that the predilections of the army were, for
the time being, in the direction inuicated,

Taking advaptage of this feeling, it would
have been easy, #s the Commander-in-Cuaief of
the Army and Navy, and with all the power and
patrcnage of the Presidential office wt my dis-
poeal, to torn the conoentrated military strength
of the nation against French interierence in
Mexico, and to ivaugurate & movement which
wounld have been recelved with favor by the
military and a large portion ol the people. It
is proper in this connection that I shouid refer
to the almost unlimited additional po wers ten-
dered to the Executive by 1he measures relaiiog

civil rights and the Freedmen's Bureau.
ontrary 1o most precedents in the experiencss
of public men,the powers thug placed within
my grasp were declined as In violation of the
Consrtitution, daugerous to the lioerties of the
le, und tending to sggravate rather than
lmen the discords naturally resulting trom our
civil war,

With a large army and augmented authority,
it wonld have been no difficaly task to direct
at pleasare, the destinies of the Republic, an
t0 mmake secure my continuavoce in the highest
office known to our luwe. Let the gcople whom
I am sddressing from the Presidential chalr
during the closing hours of & laborious term,
consider how cifierent would have been their

sent oondition had I ylelded to the dazzling

mptation of foreign conguest, of personsl
dizement, and the desire to wield addi-
tional power, Let them with justice consider
that if I have not unduly maguitded my office,
the public burdens have not bren increased by
my acie, and other aoud perhaps thousands or
tens ol thousands of lives sacrificed to vislous ol

faloe glory.

Lte:ugt. therefore, be charged that my am-
bition has been ol that ordinsry or criminal
kind which, to the detriment of the peuple’s
right and lberties, ever seeks [0 @rasp more
and pnwarranted powers, nod Lo accomplisn 118
purposes palderd, too often, to Eopulur preju-
dices and party alme. What, then, have been
the aspirations which goided me in my official
acts! These acts peed vot et thls lime an
elaborate explauation. They huve been else-
where comprehensively stated wnd fally dia-
cuseed, and become a part of the cation's hig-
tory. By them I%m willng to bg jodged
knowing that, however importaul, they ut least
show fo the impartial mind that my sole ambi-
tion has been to restore the Unlon of the Siates
fairbinlly to execute the office of President, aad
to 1he best ol my ability to preserve and proiect
and defend the Copstitution.

The higtorg of 1ate events In our country, as
well we of the grestest governments ol ancient
aud modetn times, teaches thstl we linve every-
thing to fear from the departare from the let er
aud spird of the Coopstitution, and the undue
ascrndancy of men allowed to sssume po set (o
what are consldered spocinl emergencies, Bylla,
on beoc ming mester of Rome, at once adop ed
measures 1o crush his enemies and consolidute
the power of his party. He es'ablished miil-
tery colopies throughoul, and deprived of fall
Romun franchise the Iphabltavte of Italisn
towné who had approved bhis weurpation, con-
gecated their lands aud gave them 1o his sol
dlers, and conterred citizenship upon a gres)
pomber of glaves belonging 1o those who had
proseribed bim, thus creating st Rome a kindg
of body gourd for hws protection,

Atter baving given Kome over to slaunghter
und tyranny, besond all example, over those
opposcd to him and his leglons, his terrthie
instrutnent of wrong, 8ylla could not feel sufe
in laying down the ensign of power, s0 dread-
fully abured, and in mivgliug treely with the
fawilings avd friends of hismyriad vietiaes, Toe
fear which he bad mmspired contisued after his
voluntary abdieation; and €ven in retirement
his will was law to a people who had permitted
themeelves to be enslaved. What but 4 subtle
knowledge and conviction that the Roman
people had become changed, discournged, aud
uttcrly broken In spirit, could have Induced
this daring assumption? What but puoblic lu-
differevce to congequences so terrible as 1o
leave Rome opeu to every calamity which sub-
sequently belel ber, could have jostined the
couclosions of the dictator and tyrant in his
slartling experiment ?

We find that, in the time which has sipee
elapsed, human nature snd exigencies in goy-
ernment have not greatly chapped. Who, & lew
yeurs past, in coutcmpintlnﬁ our luture, could
bave supposed that, in a briel period of bitter
experience, everythiog demaoded In the name
of military emergency or dictated by caorics,
would core to be considered as mero matters of
course! That conscription, confiscation, loss of
personal liberty, the subjection of States to
military rule snd disfranchisement, with the
extension of the right of suffrage, merely to
sccomplish  party ends, would vecelve the
passive submigsion, If vot acquiescence, of the
republic? It has been clearly demopsirated by
recent occurrences ihat encroachments upon
tbe Constitution cannot be preveated by the
President alone, howeverdevoted or determined
he muy be and that un'ess the peopleinterpose,
there Is no power under the Copsiitation to
check a dominant majority of two-Lhicds in the
Coogtess of the United 8tates. An appeal to the
nation, however, 18 atlended with too much
delay 10 meet an emPtFeucj: while, if left [ree
to act, the pcople would correct in time such
evils as might iollow legislative usurpation.

There is danger that the same power which
d\sweunts the Constitation will deprive them of
the right to change thelr rulers except by revo-
lution, We have already seen the jurisdiction
of the judiclary circomscrived when it was
apprebended that the courts would decide
agninst laws having for their sole object the
supremacy of party, while the vew power
lodged in the Exeoutive by the Coustitation for
the interest and protection of the people, and
exerclsed by Washinglon and his successors,
has been rendered nugatory by a partisan ma-
jority of two-thirds in each brioch of the
pational legislature, The Constitution evidently
contemplutes that wben a bill is retarned, with
the President's objections, It will be calmly re-
considered by Coneress. Such, however, has
not been the practice under present party rule,
It has become evident that men who pass a bill
under partisan influence, are not likely, throngh
patriotic motives, to admit their error, and
thereby wesken their own organizations b
solemnly confessing it under an official oath,
Pride of opinion, if nothing else, has inter-
vened and prevented o calm and dispassionate
reconslderstion of a bill disapproved by the
Exzcutive, Much as I veneruts the Constitu.
tion, it muet be admitted that this condition of
affuirs has developed a defeet which, under the
sggressive tendency ol the legislative depart-
ment of the Government, may readily work its
overthirow. 1t may, however, be remedied
witbout disturbing the harmony of the instru.
ment, The veto power is geperally exercieed
upon coustitutional grounds, and whenever it is
£0 applied, and the bill returned with the Execu
tive reatong for withholaing his signatare, it
ought to be immediately certified tothe Supreme
Qourt of the United States for its declsion, It its
constitutionality shall be declured by that triou-
psl, it thould then become a law; but it the de-
cislon 18 otberwise, it should tall, without power
in Copgress to re-ennct and make it valid. In
cases in which tha veto rests upon hasty aond
inconsiderate legislation, and in which 1o
constituticLal question is involved, it would not
chaunge the fundamental law, for in such case
uo permapent evil can be incorporated oto the
Federa! system, It 1t obvious that, withoat
gnch an smendment, the Government, ss it
existed under the Constitution prior to the
Rebellion, may be wholly subverted or over-
thrown by a two-thirds majority in Coagress,
It ispot, therefore, difficult to see how easily
and how repidly the people may lose—shall 1
not eay have lostf—their liberties by an un-
checked snd uncontroliable majority io the law-
making power, spd when oace deprived of
{lﬂriririshw. how powerless they are 1o regain

1.et us look for a moment to the history of the
mejorily In Congress, which has acted in such
utter disregard of the Constitation, while public
atlevticn has- been carefully and constunily
turned to the past and explated sius of the
Bouth. The servants of the people in high
ilices bave boldly betrayed their trust, broken
heir onths of ob:ervance to the Constitution,
wnd undermined the very roundations of liberty,
justice, and pocd government, When the Re

Hion was being suppressed by the vol inteered
eervices of patriotic soldiers, amid the dangers
of the buttlefield, these men crept, without
question, into place and power in the nationul
counctl, After all danger had passed, when no
armed foe remalned, when a punished and
repentant peeple bowed Lholr heads to the flag,
npd renewed their allegrance to the Govern-
ment of the United Sintes, then it was that pre-
tended patriots uppeared before the nstion and
begsn to prate about Lthe tnousands of lives and
millions of treasure sacrificed In the suppression
of 1he Kebellion,

They have since persistently sought tofufame
the yrejudices engeudered between the scctions
1o retard the restolation of pence and harmony,
and by every meaus 1o kéep open and exposed
to the poitonous breath of parly passion the
terribie wounds of & four years' war. They
buve prevented the relurn of pescesnnd the
restoration of the Union, In every way ren-
dered delusive the purposes, promlses, aud
pledges by which the army was marshalied,
trenscn rebuked, and Rebellion crushed, wuod
wude the libert es of the people und the righes
apd powers ol the President objects of constant
atiack, They buve wrested from the President
bis constitutional power of supreme command
of the srmoy und navﬁ They bave destroyed
the sirepgth aud efliclency of the Exocutive
Department by making subordinate officers in-
dependent ol and uble 1o dety their chief, Tuey
bave attempted 10 place the President under
the power o & bold, defsnt, aud treacherous
Cabfnet efficer. They have robbed the Execn-
tive of Ihe prerogntive of pardow, rendeped vuill
and void acts of clemency eraned 1o thousauds
of persons puder the {:.mnmom of the Conpstl-
tution, and commiltted gross usurpution by
legislative attempie lo exercise this power in
favor of party soberents.

of the Revolution rebelied.  Millions of Amen-
een oitizens cin now say of their opprresors,
with mote truth than our parents did of British
tyranty, that they have fo1bidden the B ate gov-
ervments to pask Inws of immedia'e and press-
fng wmportance, unless spspended onul theip
assent should be obtained; that they have re-
fu «d to pass other laws for the seeommodation
of large disiricts of people, unless those people
would velivguish the right ot representstion \n
the Legielature—a right Inestimable to then
ard formionble fo tyruuts ouly; that they have
mede judees dependent upon their will alone
for the terure of their offices sud the amouant
and puzment of thelr salaries,

That they buve ercoted a multituds of now
offices ard eent bither swarms of officers to
horass oor people and eat out their substance,
Thut they bave aflected to render the military
independeut of aod superior to the clvil powers,
combined with others to subject uston juris
diction foreign to our Coustitution and on-
scknowledged by our laws, quartered large
boolrs of armed (roops smong wvs, protected
them by a mock trial from punithment for any
murders which they sbou!d commit on the
Iuhabitanis of these States, imposed taxes on us
without our consent, deprived us in many cases
of ihe bevefit of trinl by jury, taken away onr
char.crs, excited domestic insurrection amongst
us, nbolished our most valusble laws, altered
fundamentally the forms of our Goyemment,
suspended our own legislatures, and declared
themeelves inyeated with power 1o legislate lor
vt in ull cnses whalsoever,

Thie catalogue of crimes, long as it is, is not
yet complete, The Copstitution vests the jadi-
cisl power of the United Btates in one Bupreme
Court, whose jurisdiction shall extend 1o ail
casea arisng under the Coustitution and the
laws of the United States, Encouraged by this
promise of a refuge from tyrauny, a citizen of
the United Biates, who, by the order of a mili-
tary commander, given under the saoctiou of
a cruel and deliberate edict of Congtess, had
been denied the coustitutional rights of liberty
of conscience, freedom of the flﬂ&l and of
gpeech, pereonal freedom from miliwary arrest,
of being held to snswer for crime ouly on pre-
sentment and indictment, on trial by jury, of
the wnit of hesbeas corpus, and protecion of
civill aud constitutionsl government—a citizen
thus deeply wronged appeals to the Supreme
Court for the protection guaranteed him by the
orgauic law of the land, At once a flerce and
excited majority, by the ruthless band of legis-
Istive power, stripped the ermliae from the
judges, transferred the aword of justice to the
general, and remanded the oppressed citizen to
a degradation and bondage worse than desth,

It will also be 1ecorded us one of the marvels
of the times, that & party claiming for itself a
monopoly of consistency aud pairiotism, and
beasting, too, of its unlimited sway, endeavored
by a costly and deliberate trigl to impeach one
who defended the Constitution and the Uulion,
not only throughout the war ot the Rebellion,
but duripg hiis whole term of office as Chiet
Magistrate, but at the same time could find no
warrauts or means at their commund to brin
to trinl even the chief ot the Kebelllon. Indeed,
the remarkable failures in his case were 20 often
repeated that, for propriety sake, if for no other
reason, It became at Jast necessary to extend to
Lbim an nuconditional pardon. What more
plainiy than this itlustrates the extremity of
party moanagement aud inconsistency on the one
hand, and of faction, viodicliveness, and intole-
rance on the other? Patriotism will hardly be
encouraged, wheo in such a record 1t sees that
fts instant reward may be the most viralent
party abuse and obloguy, if pot atiempted
disgrace,

retead of secking to make treason odious, it
would, in truth, seem to buve been their pur-
poee rather to make the defense of the Cousti-
tution and T nioo & crime, and to punish fdelity
{o an oath of office, 1f counter to pnr? dictation,
by sll the means at their commaad, Happlly
for the peace of the countiry, the war has deter-
mived against the assumed power of the States
to withdraw at pleasure from the Union, The
jpstitution of elavery sleo found its destruction
in & rebellion commenced in its interests, It
thould be borne in miond, however, that the war
neither im palred por destroyed the Congtitution:
but, on the coutrary, preserved s existence
and maoce apparent its real power aud endaring
stremgih.  All the rights granted to the Siates,
or reserved 1o the people, therefore are intact,
Awong those rights is that of the peopie of each
§'ate to declate the gqualitications of their owan
Binte eleclors, ,

Itis pow ssspmed that Congrees can control
this right, which can néver be taken away from
the Sintes without Impwring the fundamenta!
prirciples ot the Government itself. It is
pecessary 1o the existence of the States, as well
as 10 the protection of the hbecties of the
people, for the right to eeleet the electors n
whom the politlicsl power of the Btate sball be
lodged involves the right of the Btate to govern
itsclf, When deprived .ol this prerogative, toe
States will have no power worlh retaining, All
will be gone, and they will be subjected to the
arbitrary will of Congress, The Government
will then be centralized, If not by the passage
of laws, then by the adoption, through purtisan
iufluence, of an smendment directly in couflics
with the orlginal designs of the Constitution,
This proves how necessary it is that the people
thould require the adminisiration of the three
preat depariments of the Governmeunt to be
strictly within the limits of the Constitution.
Their boundaries have been accurately defined,
and peither should be allowed to trespuass upon
the otber, nor, nbove all, to encroach on the re-
eerved righte of the people and the States,

The tioubles of the past lour years will prove
fo tbe nstion a blessivg, If they produce to
desirable a result. Upon those who became
young men amid the sound of eannon and din
of arme, and quietly returned to the farms, the
factories, and the echools of the luud, will
principally devolve the solemn duty of perpetu-
ating the Uulon of the Btates in delense of waich
hundreds of thousands of tbelr comrades
expired. and bundreds of millions of national
obligniions were incurred, A macly people
will ot neglect the training necessury to resist
pgeression, but they shoula be jeslous lest their
will Be made subordibute 10 the military e,e-
ment, The need to encoursge, In every lezitimate
way,  study of the Constitution for which the
wir was waged, and a knowledge ol and a
reverence for wbose wire checks by tbose o
soon 10 occupy Lbe pluces Alled by thelr senlors
will be the only bope ot preserving the repub-
lic. The youvg men of the maticn, not yet
under toe coulrol of parly, must resist the
tendepey 10 ¢entrnlization—an outgrowth of the
preat Rebelllon—and be familiar with toe luot
that the countrs consists of united Biates, and
thit when the Siates surrendercd ceriain great
rights for the suke of & more perfectnuion, they
retulued rights ns valusb'e and mtmlrtunl. s
thw{- which they rellnquished for the Commop-
wealtb,

This tame old doctrive, far different from the
tenchivgs that led 10 the at'empt 10 geoede, and
n kindrid theory that Biates were taken out of
the Uvion by the rash acts of conspirators that
happened 10 dwell within their borders, must
ve 1eceived apd advocated with the enthusinem
of early machood, or the people will be ruled by
combinations of tbe commercial centres who,
pletborio from weslth, appually migrate to the
capital of the na'lon to purchase special legis-
lutiop. Untll the represeniatives of the
people In Congress more fully exhibit the
diverse meavs and loterests of the whole
vation, aud the laws cease 1o be made without full
duuuuhin aL Lhe behest ol some purty leader,
